i. Purpose. To estab[l,h po].]cy for the use of ORRVs aboard Marine Corps Base, CampLe3eune North Carolin,, ill accordance with reference (a).

2. Cancellation. BO ]10] 7.1A.

3. Background. The incteased popularity of ORRVs has created an increased demand fortheir use in undeveloped ,nd recreational areas of the base. As directed by reference(a), this use must be stctly regulated to ensure preservation of natural resources,public safety, and compatlbility with the military training mission of the base.

4. Defin[t/ons. For purposes of this Order, the following definitions apply:

a. Off-Road Recreational Vehicle (ORRV). Any privately-owned, wheeled, motorizedvehlcle desig,ed with the specific capabilfy of travel on nonpaved surfaces. Forpurposes of this order, ORRVs will be characterized as follows:

(I) Registered ORRVs. Any ORRV that meets the base and state requirements oroperation on a paved road, and s in fact registered aboard the base in accordance
with reference (b). This definition usually refers to four-wheel drive trucks andcars.

(2) Non-registered ORRVs. Those vehicles th.at cannot be registered for.use on
paved roads according to state ,egulations and reference (b). This definition gener-
ally ncludes the so-called "adventure vehicle," sach as the three and four-wheel
"all terrain vehlcles (ATVs)," dirt or trail bikes, dune buggies and go-carts.

(3) The term "ORRV" specficay excludes tactical miliary vehicles, emergencyand law enforcement vehicles, and other vehicles designated by the Commanding Generalfor official use.

b. Official Use. Use by an employee, agent or designated representative of the
Marine Corps or one of its contractors in the course of employment.

5. Policv. ORRV use abo,d Camp Lejeune will be strictly limited to certain areasand uses, to ensure the preservation of natural resources and public safety.

a. Non-registered ORRVs may only be operated in the designated ORRV areas
depicted in enclosure (’i). They are prohibited from operating on any part of thebeach, all secondary roads and trails, and in the family housing a,eas. They will betransported to and from the designated ORRV sites in a registered vehicle or railertowed by a registered vehicle.

h. Registered ORRVs are permitted to operate in th.e following off-road areasunder the following conditions:
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(i) Fishermen may use r,.,qlstered OPRVs on nonpaved roads and trals to rach
streams, Ponds, ,nd the intra, ,>asia] waterway for recreational fshlng.

c Use of Onslow Beach. The beach is a very fragile ecological system which is
hev,ly Se b the Camp Le3eun community fc, r both recreation and mllitarv trainingIt s. therefore. Imperative o protect the beach and associated dune system frofurther deterl,,r.,, io so its <,[stence will be preserved for future generatcns. To
Ibis erlJ, the IC]]W/l]g [,ollc1’s arc’ establhed:

(2) The ,,’E between the Norl. h Tower and Riseley Pier is used as both a
ecreaton and training area. Prlvately-owned vehicles of any type are prohibited in
ths area except on the road and in designated parking areas. Reerence c) estab-
lishes policies for recreational uses of the beach and reference d establishes
polcy for use of tactical vehicles in this area.

b) F’]nhermen are permitted to travel in registered four’wheel drive
vehicles on the be,,h strand i,,fween the water"s edge and the seaward slde of the
dunes, [f nece:;s,,ry for acres:- to fshlng areas. Access polnts for the strand are at
Rieley Pier and le South Tow,.:r: vehlcles are not permitted to cross over the dunes
at any other polar Enclosure (2) depicts these access points.

(c) l’rom .iune Lhr,qh ()c uber, ravel on the strand s rest r i.’- ed to the
hours of daylight for the Drolectlon of nesting sea turtles, a threatened species.

(4) Vehicular traffic ,f any klnd s prohibited from traversn the sand dunes
adjacent to the beach. Thee h, nes and the sparse vegetation growing on them are
e.;.entla] to prevent erosion <)f the beach.

a All on (, off-road type ORRVs must meet the safety req’uirements u-lined in
reference (b) and be insured for ]labiilty in conformance with he ,imum standards
e.st]blished by the Scare of North Carolina and reference b).

b Except in the designated ORV areas, vehicles will not be oDerateQ In a manner
that will cause damaoe or disturbance of the land, wildlife, or vegetative resources.

c ORRVs will not be operated in a careless, reckless or neqllqent manner.

d The maximum speed limit on unpaved roads Is 25 mlles per hour as established
by reference (b). However, a lower speed will b maintained when reasonable and
prudent under existing conditions.
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e. Ch Idr,,f will be. ,; ,..ou,91ly in.htxucted In the safe aid poper operating proce-
dures before be,g llowed o .’rar.e an ORRV. Adult supervision is required for anychile,-under th age of 16 w!,en cperatinq an ORRV.

f. Lt,.rng ts prohibited n all areas aboard the base. This ncludes the ORRV
areas and lh, uniml,rovc.d ,,ds ,%nd trails.

ORRV. wll not be operated by anyone who is under the influence of alcohol or

i. ORRVs will not be operated by anyone whose base driving privileges are under
suspension or revocatlon.

7. Action

a. Assistant Chief of Staff, Training and Operations. The Training Facilities
Officer will provide daily range assignments and maneuver areas to the Game Warden.

b. Assistant Chief of Htaff, Facilities

The Ba.__Mal____!.,,;anc, Officer will maintain the designated ORRV sites.

(2) The l)iector, .,tur,l R,’sources and Environmental Affairs will monitor the
ORRV sites %o determine if ,xces:ive environmental damage to -errain, wildlife, or
vegetation is occurring.

c. Bas. Provost Marsh.l wl]l enforce all aspects of this Order through the Game
W,]rden and Military Polic;."

d, Assistant Chief of Staff, Morale, Welfare and Recreation

(I) The Base Special Services Officer has overall responsibility for the ORRV
sites as recreation areas. This responsibility includes selection of sites, proper
marking, police, .nd requeJ:ting maintenance when required.

(2) Du[ing the bea,-h season, the Special Services Officer will assist in the
enforcement of ths Order by reporting violations in the beach area to the Provost
Marshal.

e. Base Inspector w][I proc,.’ss violations of this Order in ,n appropriate manner.

8. Concurrence. Ths Ord.r has been coordinated and concurred in by the Commanding
Generals, II Marine Amphibious Force, FMF: 2d Marine Division, FMF; 2d Force Service
